I  live  on  the  1600  block  of  Allesandro  St.  in  Echo  Park,  and  I  have  been  here  for  10  years.  We  have  had  homeless 
people  living  in  cars  as  far  back  as  I  could  remember.  Many  would  come  and  go  after  a  couple  of  weeks,  while  there 
was  one  gentleman  who  had  lived  in  his  van  on  our  street  for  years  and  we  all  knew  him.  A  few  years  back,  things  got 
difficult  when  we  had  about  7  vans  parked  on  our  small  street  for  months  without  moving  until  we  called  and  they  had  to 
leave. 


Now,  we  have  some  people  who  are  living  in  their  cars  that  know  they  have  to  move,  so  every  couple  of  days  they  will 
get  into  a  new  spot.  I  understand  that  there  is  an  issue  with  housing  and  I  respect  the  fact  that  homeless  people  need 
somewhere  to  stay.  But  at  the  same  time,  I  don't  necessarily  want  people  living  in  their  cars  right  in  front  of  my  house. 

I  just  wonder  what  sort  of  recourse  we  have  to  try  and  have  them  not  stay  on  our  street  for  months  at  a  time,  even  if 
they  are  moving  their  vehicles.  I  don't  want  anyone  to  get  in  any  trouble,  I  just  want  to  know  what  can  be  done. 
Permitted  parking  has  been  discussed,  but  I  don't  think  we  have  the  support  of  the  residents  on  the  street  for  that.  Is 
there  something  else  that  would  help  reduce  the  problem?

Since  these  are  public  streets  we  are  limited  in  what  we  can 
do  to  make  anyone  move  their  vehicles.  We  can  follow  up  with  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  request 
enforcement  of  any  violations,  but  it  may  not  deter  anyone. 


Are  the  vehicles  RVs? 


A  PPD  would  help  at  night  in  that  only  local  residents  that  purchased  a  permit  could  park  there,  but  this  is  a  long  process 
and  everyone  would  need  to  sign  the  petitions  and  we  would  need  a  4  block  minimum.
